A, It is our Optnton thar Cates of this Kind can 
be deterimin’'d by no Laws of Natura! Equity or 
Obligations of Religion. Amongft all the Kelative 
Daties contider’d by Divines and Civilians, we find 
no pofitive Injunctions to Men under the Relation 
of Conquerors and Captives, Expediency here be- 
ing the only Law of Equity by which they are 
bound. We ought not therefore rafhly tocondemn 
fuch Actions for finful, as have no Relation to any 
Law of God or Nature, bur aredone only to avoid 
a greater Evil. It is no Matter how a Caprive 
regains his Liberty, whether he is difmiffed by his 
Matter, or efcapes by Fraud or Violence, For a 
Stare of Captivity is ftill a State of War and Ir- 
jury, in which Conrtely or the Fear of Retaliation 
may take Place’; bur as to any Obligarcon; ot Con. 
{cience the Conqueror and Capuvé are equaily 
free’: And ali the Laws and Caftoms ulually ob- 





ferv'd betwixt them are perfectly Arbitrary, and 
changeable atthe Plealure of him that can get the 
upper Hand. 

Q. Waoether the whole Frame of Heaven ftay'd at 
the ftanding of the Sun in Jofhua's time. Your /peedy 
Anfwer will oblige Your Snbfcriber, ] h G——t. 

A. There is no Doubt bur the Diurnal Motion

Our Letters from the Hague 
of the 21 fay, that the night before the Cabinec 
Courier which had been fent back to Verfiilles on the 
13 With the laft Refolutions of thk Allies about the 
Preliminaries, returned from thence with his Majefty’s 
Agreement tothe faid Refolutions, and Demands Vat- 
ports for his Plenipotentiaries to come tothe Hague and 
treat about the 4 and 397 Articles, which relate to the 
Spanifh Monarchy, the qth being that the Duke of An- 
jou with the Dutchefs and his Children fhou’d be ob. 
lig’d to leave Spain in 2 Month’s time,and accordingly 
the Pafports were getting ready end wou'd be difpatch d 
by che faid Courier the next day, by which it appears 
that the Peace is near at hand, but notwithftanding all 
this, fome are ftill of Opinion that there will be no 
Peace fo foon concluded, tho’ they do not doubt that 

a Treaty will be fet onfobt fuddenly. 

Out Advices from Copenhagen give an account that 
the Danes are in Quarters ot Kefrefhment in Schonen. 
That they are fortifying Chriftianftadt, that they may 
keep it in Cafe the Swedes fhou'd march Succours into 
that Country, which was much talked of at Stockholm, 
but the Regency ofthat latter place finds moft Difficul- 
ties for want of Money, and they havp order’d a great 
quantity of Copper to be brought into the Mint to be 
Coined, and alfo to bring in allthe Plate and Coin, in 
order to make new Species, of which *tis faid the Ow- 
ners are to receive one third part in new Species and for 
the reft they areto receive 6 per Cent Intereft till the 
full Payment ofthe Money.
